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CONSTITUTION  AND  RULES. 

I.  — The  Land  and  all  the  Hospital  Buildings  shall  be  and  are  invested  in 
the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital,  viz.,  Arthur  Reginald  Hurst,  Esq.,  (the 
owner  of  the  Priory  Estate),  The  Vicar  of  Burford,  and  C.  T.  Cheatle, 
Esq. 

II.  — In  case  of  the  death  or  retirement  of  a  Trustee,  a  new  one  may  be 
appointed,  and  should  the  number  be  reduced  to  two  and  it  is  found  impossible 
to  appoint  another,  the  land  and  bulidings  may  be  transferred  to  the  Official 
Trustees  of  Charity  Lands. 

III.  — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  those  suffering  from  disease  or 
accident  ;  but  no  cases  of  infectious,  mental  or  contagious  disease,  nor  of 
confirmed  consumption  shall  be  admitted. 

IV.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  management  of  a  Committee, 
consisting  of  a  President,  the  Owner  of  Priory  Estate,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Parish  Council,  the  Medical  Officer  and  the  Secretary  (all  ex-officio),  and  15 
Subscribers.  The  Committee  is  empowered  to  co-opt  additional  subscribers, 
who  shall  not  exceed  five  at  any  one  time.  The  President,  the  Secretary,  the 
Treasurer  and  the  Committee,  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  General 
Meeting  of  subscribers,  which  shall  be  held  on  the  Third  Wednesday  in 
March  in  each  year  at  6  p.m.  The  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  at  1 1- 1 5 
a.m.  on  a  day  to  be  fixed  b.y  the  Committee,  and  the  Secretary  shall  give  three 
clear  days’  notice  of  the  said  meetings.  Three  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

V.  — The  furniture  and  all  other  property  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Committee. 

VI.  — The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  raised  by 
Voluntary  Contributions,  and  a  statement  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditure 
shall  be  forwarded  annually  to  each  subscriber.  All  Subscriptions  will  be  due 
on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

VII.  — Any  presents  of  furniture,  linen,  clothing-,  wine  or  brandy,  or  any 
other  necessaries  will  be  thankfully  accepted,  and  may  be  sent  to  the  Hospital. 

VIII.  — The  Establishment  shall  consist  of  a  qualified  Matron  house-keeper, 
and  of  such  other  Assistant  Nurses,  Probationers,  and  Domestic  Servants,  as 
may  be  determined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Committee.  At  such  times  as 
her  service  is  not  required  in  the  Hospital,  the  Matron  may,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  Committee,  attend  any  person  at  their  own  homes. 

IX.  — Patients  will  be  received  on  payment  of  a  weekly  sum  for  main¬ 
tenance.  The  amount,  depending  on  their  circumstances,  will  be  fixed  by 
the  Committee. 

X.  — No  turn  or  ticket  of  admission  to  the  Hospital  is  required,  but 
application  for  admission  should  be  made  to  the  Medical  Officer,  who  in 
case  of  doubt,  shall  refer  to  the  Committee,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

XI.  — The  charge  for  the  use  of  the  Private  Ward  will  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Committee,  such  charge  being  independent  of  the  circumstanc  es 
of  the  patient.  Night  Nursing,  if  specially  provided,  and  any  special  dru  gs 
or  dressings,  will  be  charged  for  additional. 

XII. — Patients  are  expected  to  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital 
and  control  of  the  Matron.  They  may  receive  visits  from  their  friends  at 
times  fixed  by  her.  No  present  must  be  given  to  the  Matron  without  the 
consent  of  the  Committee. 

XIII.  — Patients  must  bring  sufficient  change  of  clothing. 

XIV.  — The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  and  super¬ 
intendance  of  the  Medical  Officer. 

XV. — Every  requisite  shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and  patients  may 
not  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  without  the  sanction  of  the 
Medical  Officer. 
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REPORT 


of  the  Committee  for  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1918. 


FOR  the  first  time  for  many  years,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  close  the  Wards  for  two  months  owing 
to  the  provision  of  additional  Staff  accommodation 
and  the  installation  of  central  heating  throughout  the 
building.  The  special  Extension  Fund  is  still  open  for 
contributions,  and  a  statement  to  4th  March  appears  in 
this  Report. 

Turning  to  current  finance,  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize 
the  fact  that  the  closing  of  the  wards  has  caused  an  auto¬ 
matic  saving  in  certain  heads  of  expenditure,  which 
accounts  largely  for  the  favourable  balance  in  the  year’s 
working. 

In  1929,  ordinary  expenditure  is  certain  to  be  higher 
owing  to  additional  upkeep,  an  increase  of  rates,  and  the 
adoption  of  the  Federated  Superannuation  Scheme  for 
Hospital  Nurses,  besides  the  inevitable  increase  in  the 
standard  of  equipment  demanded  of  all  up-to-date 
Hospitals. 

During  1928,  the  Hospital  was  exceptionally  busy  and 
the  number  of  cases  outside  the  Burford  district  is  to  be 
noticed.  Considerable  strain  has  been  thrown  upon  the 
Medical  and  Nursing  Staff,  and  the  Committee  is  specially 
grateful  to  them  and  cognisant  of  the  .skill  and  devotion 
which  they  have  shown, 

A  contribution  of  £10  has  been  made  to  the  funds  of 
the  Radcliffe  Infirmary  as  County  Hospital.
